Bond Sale Approved 
By Council Monday

A 
$6,425 
m illion 
capital 
improvements program including a 
Westside natatorium and initial ex­ 
penditures for a Westside library was 
approved by the City Council Monday 
night. 
In a unanim ous vote, council 
members agreed to sell the general 
obligation bonds and $3,265 million in 
water and sewer revenue bonds this 
year The only reduction in the record 
program was the sale of only $40,000 in 
bonds for planning of the municipal 
building expansion. 
The council had originally thought 
to sell the remaining $715,000 in bonds 
earmarked for expansion 
of 
the 
facility, but delayed when they 
learned last week that current 
estimates show an expenditure of $2 
million would be needed to renovate 
and expand city office space.

Among the m ajor projects approved 
w ere the natatorium 
($750,000), 
library ($90,000 for books and fur­ 
nishings), the improvement of FM 544 
($1,375,000), the construction of 
Parker Rd Overpass ($200,000), the 
construction of Spring Creek Pkwy. 
($192,000), the acquisition of six parks 
($854,000), the development of 12 
parks ($500,500) and fire facilities 
($660,000). 
In related 
actions, 
the council 
agreed to purchase 2.693 acres of 
right-of-way for 
the 
Parker 
Rd 
Overpass from W O. Haggard Jr.. 
Trustee, at a cost of $160,000. The city 
also agreed to pay $110,000 for 1.04 
acres for Parker Rd. Overpass right- 
of-way to Clifton R. Haggard, Trustee 
No agreement on the value of a 
leasehold on other acreage needed for 
the construction of the overpass has 
yet been reached, so the council in­ 
stituted eminent domain proceedings 
against the McClendon Theatres Inc 
and R E. Davis. 
The council also rezoned a 76.44 
acre tract near Plano G eneral 
Hospital from SF-2 residential to 
planned development single family 
residential with lots equivalent to SF-3 
districts and minimum floor area 
equivalent to SF-2 homes < 1600 square 
feet). 
Trammel Crow had requested SF-3 
(1400 square feet m inim um ) zoning on 
66.84 acres of the tract located on the 
southeast corner of the Park Blvd - 
Coit Rd intersection and retail zoning 
on the remaining 9.6 acres. 
Jim Lee argued that 20 acres of 
retail on the northeast corner of the 
intersection, a sim ilar amount of 
light commercial on the northwest 
corner and office on the southwest 
corner, made the tract a logical 
location for retail. 
Councilman Bob Collins continued 
his fight against four-corner retail and 
convinced the rem ain d er of the 
council that sufficient retail exists in 
the area. 
The amount of existing retail zoning 
also figured in the denial of zoning on 
a 7.1 acre tract on the east side of 
Independence Pkwy, about 800 feet 
north of W. 15th St. Robert Sidles had 
asked for 1.97 acres of neighborhood 
service and 5.12 acres of office, but 
three area residents testified that the 


neighborhood service is completely 
unacceptable. 
Fd Swanson pointed out that there is 
ample retail space available in the 
area and Bob Woody asked for help in 
maintaining the value of his home 
Councilm en J a c k H atchell and 
Larry Jackson both agreed that the 
neighborhood 
needs 
protection 
against a large retail area along FM 
544. Jackson pointed out that the land 
was zoned when the present owner 
bought it and the residents purchased 
their homes 
Also denied was a request from the 
owners of Happy Days Child Care 
(e n te r that the facility be allowed to 
operate until 2 a m 
Chief Building 
Official Ralph Shick had restricted 
the center earlier this month when he 
learned the owners planned to keep 
children after dark. 
The zoning ordinance defines a day 
care center as an operation during the 
daylight hours. Schick ruled, and the 
council agreed, that 
although the 
facility offered no special services at 
night, the center would have to meet 
lire code regulations for an overnight 
care facility to rem ain open past 6 
p.m. 
Shick advised the council that the 
business would be in violation of the 
building code if sprinklers and a one 
hour fire wall were not installed for 
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Implementation of the rate increase 
has been delayed at least 120 days 
with the passage of a resolution 
su g g ested by the T exas 
Public 
U tilities 
C om m ission 
Council 
m em bers also agreed to allow the 
Texas Municipal League to act for 
Plano in the complicated rate case 
TMI. is expected to hire Touche 
Ross & Co., the firm which handled 
recent telephone r a te c a se s for 
several cities, to conduct the in­ 
vestigations. Plano will be billed for 
its pro rata share of the cost.

electricity 
Jerry Verdick told the 
council that his electric bill is now 
almost equal to his house payment. He 
noted that the homeowner will also be 
asked to pay for school and municipal 
rate increases through higher taxes 
Taylor asked the council for rate 
relief to finance the cost of a massive 
construction program. He said new 
generating plants must be built which 
will burn less expensive and more 
readily available kinds of fuel 
The TP&L spokesman said the 
company saved consumers $80 million 
in just one year by building lignite 
plants. During the past year, more 
than 33 percent of all generation came 
from lignite 


The requested rate increase will 
allow the com pany to implement its 
co n stru c tio n plan an d 
m ain tain 
fin an cial s ta b ility until m id 1979, 
Taylor projected 
“ We are asking that our customers, 
through this rate increase, help us 
keep our plan on schedule," Taylor 
pointed out. “ It m ay cost them a little 
more now, but it will cost them much 
less over the long haul Both on their 
electric bills and in the reliability of 
their service. 
“ When you com pare our new rates 
with those of some other electric 
utilities, you may fjnd ours a little 
higher," he concluded “ But some of 
those utilities don’t have a very good 
plan for meeting future needs And 
when you look at the reliability and 
the prices our customers will have in 
four or five years, there will he no 
com parison.” 


TP&L Manager Jim Taylor told the council that the company's 34 percent rate 
increase is necessary primarily to finance a large construction program. He said 
the firm must double its generating capacity within the next IO years and pointed 
out that most of its gas-fired generation plants must be converted to other fuels. 
Taylor also explained that the conversion and construction of lignite and nuclear 
plants are much more expensive although savings in fuel makes such in­ 
vestments wise.

Although calls and in­ 
vestigated offenses were less 
in fiscal year 
1976 than 
during the sam e period in 
1975, 
the Collin County 
Sheriff’s Dept, made ap­ 
proximately two and one- 
half times more arrests last 
year than in the previous 
year 
‘‘I guess (criminals) are 
realizing that it is not as 
profitable to conduct their 
business in Collin County as 
in the p a s t.” ‘explained 
Sheriff Jerry Burton in a 
report 
given 
yesterday 
morning to the Collin County 
Commissioners Court. 


He announced that 
his 
department had come up 
$14,008 over the budget for 
fiscal 1976 in the area of 
supplies as a result of 
feeding more prisoners and 
increased 
supply 
costs. 
However, Sheriff Burton 
noted, the department was 
$7,677 under the budget for 
operational expenses 


All in all. the sheriff's 
departm ent 
was 
ap­ 
proximately $6,330 over the 
budget assigned to it for 
fiscal 1976 
The Sheriff’s Dept, an­ 


swered 2,233 calls from Oct. 
I. 1975 to Nov. 31. 
1976 
com pared to 2,676 calls 
during that same period one 
year previous Officers in­ 
vestigated 
517 
offenses 
compared to 652 the year 
before 


Though these two figures 
denoted d ecreases, th ere 
were 2,239 arrests m ade in 
fiscal year 1976 compared to 
only 932 in fiscal 1975. The ’76 
figure 
rep resen ted 
an 
average of 6.13 arrests per 
day by the Sheriff’s Dept. 
P a t r o l 
o p e r a t i o n s 
throughout the county had 
obviously increased last 
year over 
1975 
Sheriff 
Burton reported that a total 
of 
567,856 
m iles 
w ere 
traveled by all vehicles in his 
department (an average of 
31,548 miles per vehicle) last 
year compared to 310,436 
miles traveled in 1975. 


Almost three times the fuel 
was used in '76 as in ’75 with 
66.430 gallons recorded as 
opposed to 26,148 gallons.

T ry these time-savers 
to tackle cleaning 


Cleaning and everyday jobs are not easy by anyone's stan­ 
dards bat with different and perhaps unusual ways to do them, 
•neb Jobs can be almost fun. Oar readers have always come ap 
with many sack pointers. 


DEAR POLLY — When taking ashes out of the fireplace, 
dampen a folded newspaper on one side and turn face down 
over the bucket or scuttle. Simply lift a comer of the paper as 
you put in each shovelful of ashes. The damp paper catches 
any flying dust. Also, the cardboard that comes in a shirt 
from the laundry makes a more satisfactory “ picker upper’’ 
than any shovel or dustpan. 
DEAR POLLY — When you want to rearrange the furniture, 
lift one end of a piece at a time and put a child’s roller skate 
under each end. If moving over a bare floor, it is worthwhile to 
glue a bit of felt on the skate wheels. 
One big housekeeping worry for mothers is the black marks 
that children’s shoes often make on the floor. Usually a pencil 
eraser will remove them without hurting the wax job or scrub­ 
bing so hard. 
DEAR POLLY — It used to be so annoying to put the storm 
windows up and then in a few days see spider webs between 
the windows. Now I spray insecticide around the casings. 
after I wash the windows on the outside. 
DEAR POLLY — If paper is stuck to a varnished table top, 
do not try to scrape it off with a knife. Pour on olive oil, a few 
drops at a time, and rub with a soft cloth. Repeat until all the 
paper comes off. 
DEAR POLLY — When covering chairs with plastic 
material, I tie a man’s folded handkerchief over my dry iron 
with the temperature set at “ wool’’. I use this to warm the 
plasti- iust enough so it stretches easily around the comers. 
Ttiis is a bit harder than making pleats at the comers but looks 
so much better it is well worth the trouble 
DEAR POLLY — If you have trouble reaching those 
cobwebs in a high stair well, tie an old towel on one end of a 
broomstick. With no trouble at all clean the whole wall free of 
webs. No stretching at all. 
DEAR POLLY — This is for those who scrub floors on their 
hands and knees. My husband took a scrap of lumber about 
twelve inches square and put four rollers on the bottom. I 
glued a piece of foam rubber on the top and then covered that 
with a scrap of cloth to finish my “ scooter” . My knees are 
really saved as I scoot over the floor while cleaning it. 
DEAR POLLY — My wife is so pleased with the basement 
clothesline to which I attached spring-type clothespins. The 
clothesline is a wire which I threaded through the coil springs 
in the pins. The dry clothes fall right into her hands or the 
basket by merely pinching the clothespins.
